C10 BOARD DENOUNCES LEWIS 
BUT URGES MINE WAGE RISE 


Resolution Charges UMW Head ‘Exploits 
Injustices in Furtherance of Vendetta _ 
Against President.’ 


CLEVELAND, May 15 (AP).— 
The CIO executive board today 
urged “equitable wage adjust- 
ments” for the United Mine Work- 
ers, and then asserted their presi- 
dent, John L. Lewis, jeopardized 
their “just demands” by “exploit- 
ing the injustices in the mining 
industry in furtherance of his per- 
sonal and . political vendetta 
against the President of the 
United States, our commander-in- 
chief.” : 

The actions were contained in 


two . resolutions adopted unani- 


mously at closing sessions of the 
board's special wartime policy 
meeting. 

The text of the.resolution as to 
Lewis follows: 
“It has been the position of the 
Congress of InduStrial Organiza- 
tions that the welfare of the natian 
is paramount to all things, in 
peacetimé and in war. The entire 
program of the CIO has been di- 
rected toward that end. ‘Nothing 
must jeopardize the winning of the 
war. 
“In time of emotional stress the 
labor movement of this country 
must be particularly wary of any 


person or element which seeks to 
substitute for sane and democratic 
processes. willful and revengeful 
dictation. Labor’s rights must be 
protected — vigorously protected— 
but they must be protected within 
the framework of rational proced- 
ure. Public servants and leaders 
of labor must follow this tenet. 
“On the basis*of these principles, 
the CIO must condemn the actions 
of John L, Lewis and any others 
who reject established procedures 
for equitable adjustments of la- 
bor’s true grievances, This man 
has consistently schemed to under- 
mine duly-established wartime 
agencies which have sought in this 
emergency to substitute concili- 
ation for strikes and lockouts. This 
is particularly true in his attacks 
on the War Labor Board, which 
was established through the unan- 
imous consent of labor, including 
Mr. Lewis. He has done this in 
public utterances and more vi- 
cilously through his personally- 
wey publication, which has 
carried repeated and wholly un- 
warranted attacks on spokesmen 
for the CIO who are loyally sup-

FORT RILEY, Kan, May 15 
(AP), — Approximately 200 men 
were injured, three seriously, in a 


tornado that whipped through this 
cavalry replacement center today, 
destroying or damaging 41 frame 
buildings valued at $175,000. 
The storm was of short dura- 
tion but savage. Mess halls were 
lifted in the air and dumped yards 
away, leaving tables and kitchen 
equipment still standing upright 
and undamaged. Rifles, bunks, 
barracks, clothes and food lockers 
were scattered over a wide area. 
In addition to the three seriously 
injured, 22 other men were hos- 
pitalized. Another 47 were given 
emergency treatment at dispen- 
Saries and released and approxi-. 
mately 100 others received first 
aid treatment. 
Besides the estimated loss of 
$175,000, Army officials said .10 
per cent more could be added for 
wrecking costs, bringing the total 
damage to nearly $200,000. 
Leveled or damaged were 20 bar- 
racks, five mess halls, two latrines, 
foyr stables, eight corrals and two 
hay sheds, 
All buildings at the center are 
of frame construction and have 
been built since the start of the 
war. Several were just completed. 
The majority of the damage was 
done to the First. Squadron of the 
Second Regiment barracks where 
two troops were made homeless.

Maximum retail prices, effective 
tomorrow, for canned fruits and 
vegetables and for soaps sold in 


St. Louis and suburban St. Louis 
County, were announced yester- 
day by the St. Louis Office of 
Price Administration. 

The canned fruit and vegetable 
prices, covering s0me 400 brands, 
sizes and grades, are community 
prices applicable to Class 1 retail 
stores, that is, small independent 
stores, with annual gross income 
of less than $50,000, However, the 
other three classes of retail food 
stores not only must ‘stay within 
these maximums but must observe 
the somewhat lower ceilings al- 
ready in effect, 

Generally the level of ceiling 
prices on today’s list remains -un- 
changed, the .OPA said, since 
markups used in establishing the 
top prices were those which have 
been in effect for a number of 
months. \ 

This, however, was disputed by 
a number of local retailers who, 
learning that the markup allowed 
them was to be 13% per cent in- 
stead of an originally scheduled 20 
per cent, protested against ceiling 
prices on certain brands of canned 
goods before the prices were pub- 
lished, 

Some Protest. 

Cost figures were obtained by 
the OPA from wholesalers here 
when the maximum price plan 
called for a 20 per cent markup 
for retailers. A national order 
from Washington last week or- 
dered the markup reduced to 13% 
per cent, however, and when word 
of this was received here some re- 
tailers protested, claiming that 
they had been “tricked” and the 
smaller markup constituted an in- 
justice.

WASHINGTON, May 15 (AF).—| 


House Republicans today claimed 
sufficient strength to lay~the Sen- 
ate-approved skip-a-year tax bill 
on President Roosevelt's desk by 
Wednesday, while several Demo- 
cratic opponents pinned their 
hopes on a veto. 

The Republican shortcut strategy 
centered around a move to finish 
congressional action on the modi- 


fied Rum! bill without sending it 
to a conference committee for rec- 
onciling differences between the 
Senate and House tax measures. 

This could be done by adoption 
of a House motion to recede from 
its position and concur in the Sen- 
ate bill. On the last test, the House 
rejected the modified Rum! pla 
by four votes before adopting, a 
compromise to cancel the tax obli- 
gations of about 90 per cent of 
the taxpayers for 1942. The Senate 
bill, on the other hand, would 
abate taxes for virtually everyone, 
canceling individual levies for eith- 
er this year or last, whichever are 
lower. | 

Some legislators, discounting the 
Republican shortcut plans, said the 
procedure to be followed probably 
would take these: steps: 

1. An agreement to send the bill 
to conference committee. 

2. A floor fight over a motion to 
instruct the House delegates to ac- 
cept the modified Ruml plan. If 
adopted, such a motion would be 
tantamount to passage of the bill. 

3. Then, if the modified Ruml 
plan is approved, a meeting of the 
conference committee to remove 
technical “bugs” in the bill. 

Membérs Give Views. . 

The views of most House mem- 
bers were reflected by the reaction 
to the Senate’s swift acceptance 
of the modified Ruml plan. It 
passed 49 to 30 last night after 
Republicans and a few Democrats 
beat down five amendments in a 
sharp setback for administration 
forces, 

Representative Disney (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, described the Senate’s 
action as “g nice little boost for in- 
flation.” He acknowledged that the 
Rum! modified plan “might have 
a chance for passage” on a House 
motion to concur, ,

WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP).— 
The General who is responsible for 
teaching soldiers to keep down, 
out of line, of fire, forgot himself

Lieut. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, 
commander of Army ground 
forces, admitted this in effect to- 
day in relating his experiences in 
North Africa, where he was 
wounded in action. But; he had 
an excuse—he thought he was pro- 
tected from fire by the crest of a 
hill. 

McNair told at length about 
young soldiers, in battle for the 
first time, advancing while stand- 
ing up despite the continual repe- 
tition in training of instructions to 
crawl when moving under fire. 
“We'll have to pound that even 
harder,” McNair told a press con- 
ference, 

Then came this inquiry: 

“Were you standing or lying 
down when you were wounded, 
General?” 

“Who?” asked McNair. 
was standing.” 

But, he.added, he thought the 
crest of the hill was sufficient and 
had “miscalculated my defilade.” 
The word defilade is used to de- 
‘scribe protection against enemy 
fire or observation. 

Showing .no signs of the shrap- 
nel wound in his head received 
while he observed battle in North 
Africa, McNair said his wound

was “merely incidental.” 

He made the tour, he said, to 
seek answers to many conflicting 
opinions on values of various types 
of training and weapons. Two 
points in controversy, he said, were 
use of land mines and assignment 
of anti-aircraft weapons to all 
units, 

He found that the Germans used 
“prodigious quantities” of mines, 
making that weapon into “almost 
a‘new arm of warfare.” 

He cited the American retreat 
through Kasserine Pasa in which 
few mines were left behind, then 
the drive which pushed the enemy 
back through the same Pass when 
“the field was strewn with mines.” 

So more emphasis on land mines 
is in store for soldiers in training. 

The question of assignment of 
anti-aircraft weapons to all units 
“hasn't been resolved.” McNair 
cited arguments that this would 
disperse strength and that protec- 
tion could be afforded by a “roving 
mass of anti-aircraft weapons.” On 
the other hand, it is argued that 
anti-aircraft assigned all, units 
would give men “the comfort of 
having guns near them” to drive 
off aircraft. 

Asked if he could explain the 
collapse of German resistance in 
the closing days of the campaign, 
he said he did not know the rea- 
son, but observed: “They are good 
offensive fighters but had lost the 
initiative.”

The Court has indicated 
that it will suggest that the trus- 
tee appoint a committee to inves- 
tigate each applicant before 
awarding the fund, persons inter- 
ested in the matter told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. 

Sever, formerly a resident of 
Kirksville, became president of a 
Chicago publishing house, and left 
an estate estimated at more than 
$2,000,000 when he died two years 
ago at the age of 74.

WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP).— 
The Navy is using more than 4000 
physically fit men‘in Washington 
clerica: positions, a House Naval 
subcommittee reported today in 
demanding their replacement so 
they can go to sea. 

“This large group of men who 
have met the high physical 
standards of the Navy is perform- 
ing purely clerical functions on 
shore while, in other parts of the 
country, the selective service sys- 
tem is taking men with physical 
handicaps and with families,” the 
committee said. 

“There is no apparent justifica- 
tion for this practice, and the re- 
tention in Washington of any 
substantial number of healthy, 
young enlisted men seems inex- 
cusable. -This is particularly true 
in the light of the present shortage 
of men qualified and eligible for 
active duty.” 

The committee, headed by Rep- 
resentative Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Texas gave this picture: 

“A typical enlisted man in Wash- 
ington works on the day shift, is 
a yeoman performing clerical 
work as he did before joining the 
Navy. Usually he had no sea duty, 
but is qualified for it. He is about 
26 years of age, a high school 
graduate, and has been in the 
Navy for less than a year.. 

“Despite the acute shortage of 
men of this caliber, and through 
no fault of his own, he continues 
pounding a typewriter, filing and 
shuffling papers far from the scene 
‘of battles which will spell ultimate 
victory in this war.”

2. That the Navy accept men 
through Selective Service who are 
qualified for limite rvice 
ashore; that the program for re- 
cruiting and training be pushed 
as rapidly as possible, and that 
efforts to recruit women and draft 
ineligibles be intensified. 

3. That the present. statutory

Passage Jeopardized by 
Intervention of Kemp, 
Small-Loan Lobby Can- 
didate.

JEFFERSON CITY May 15.—A 
bill which would enable credit 
uniofis to lend as much as $300 to 
members at 1 per cent a month 
and would place them in competi- 
tion for loans of larger amounts 
with small loan companies which 
charge 2% to 3 per cent monthly 
is dormant in a House committee 
and its passage is jeopardized be- 
cause of the intervention of Repre- 
gentative William J. Kemp, the 
hand-picked legislative candidate 
of David B. Lichtenstein, head of 
the small loan lobby. 

The bill, backed by the credit 
unions, was introduced March 26 
by O. K. Armstrong (Rep.), of 
Springfield, ‘and Floyd Gibson 
(Dem.), of Kansas City, and re 
ferred to the House Committee on 
Commerce, of which Kemp is. a 
member. 

Proponents of the measure, in- 
cluding W. R. Wilson of Webster 
Groves, president of the Missouri 
Mutual Credit League, appeared at 
a committee hearing several weeks 
ago and urged its passage. No one 
spoke in opposition. Since then 
the bill, which might have been 
reported out immediately after the 
meeting, has reposed in the com- 
mittee. 

Asked why it has been delayed, 
Cc. T. Wolf (Rep.) of Ste. Gene- 
vieve, chairman of the committee, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
when the question came up of re- 
porting it out the night of the 
hearing Kemp requested that it be 
laid over in-order’to give oppo- 
nents an opportunity to appear. 

But no opponents have indicated 
a desire to be heard. No further 
hearings have been held. The bill 
lies in committee and the crowded 
condition of the Legislative calen- 
dar would indicate that further de- 
lay might prevent its passage. 

The measure, known as House 
Bill. 462, would permit credit 
unions to lend to members with- 
out security a maximum of $300. 
The present maximum for this 
class of unsecured loan is $50. It 
also would permit credit unions to 
lend to members secured loans of 
more than $1000 but not more than 
$3000, provided the loan did not 
represent more than 10 per cent 
of the creditor’s assets. Present 
credit union statutes forbid a se- 
cured loan of more than $1000. 

The effect of the bill, it was 
pointed out, would be to put credit 
unions on a competitive basis with 
small loan companies for larger 
loans. Credit unions may charge 
not more than 12 per cent yearly 
interest while small loan com- 
panies are permitted to charge 
from 30 to 36 per cent a year. 

Both Wilson, the president of 
the Missouri Mutual Credit League, 
and Alvin J. Baumann, attorney 
and chairman of its Legislative 
Committee, were in attendance to- 
day at a regional meeting at 
Chicago. There are about 150 
credit unions in St. Louis and ap- 
proximately 400 throughout the 
State.

RAIL CENTERS IN RUSSIA 


‘Several Dozen’ Trains at Gomel, Others at 


Orel Attacked, Set Afire, 
Moscow Says. 


LONDON, May 61 (Sunday) 
(AP).—Russian long range bomb- 
ers set more than 30 fires and ex- 
plosions in the jammed rail depot 
of Gomel in White Russia and also 
attacked Orel Friday night in an 
aerial offensive that has cost the 
enemy 111 enemy planes and the 
Russians 26 in three days, Moscow 
announced early today. 

The Red Air Force dropped 
their bombs amid “several dozen” 
trains at Gomel, feeder point for 


the central and southern Russian 
frohts on the railway from War- 
saw, said a broadcast recorded by 
the Soviet monitor. 

In other operations 39 German 
planes were shot.down or de- 
stroyed on the ground Friday, the 
midnight communique said. Amer-

George (Dem.), Georgia, predicted 
flatly today that the Senate would 
approve legislation continuing the 
President’s power to make recip- 
rocal trade agreements, but con- 
ceded that controversy might de- 
velop over suggeated amendments 
to the House-approved bill. 
Secretary of State Hull has been 
invited to appear before the com- 
Thittee when it begins considera- 
tion of the bill. Monday. George 
said he hoped to bring the bill be- 
fore the Senate about Thursday. ' 
As passed by the House, the bill 
extends for two years the Presi- 
dent’s authority to enter into trade 
agreements with other nations, 
empowers him to increase or lower 
tariff rates as much as 50 per 
cent, but does not permit him to 
switch articles between the ‘free 
and dutiable lists.

Under the change, residents of 
the ‘new Illinois area, however, 
may take jobs in the St. Louis 
area and residents of this area 
may take jobs in the six Illinois 
counties without violating pro- 
visions against unnecessary migra- 
tion of labor. The St. Louis area 
now comprises the city of St. Louis, 
and St. Louis, St. Charles, Frank- 
lin, Jefferson, Warren and Gas- 
conade counties.

POLICE JUVENILE 
DIVISION WILL BE 
SFT UP ON JUNE 


Sergt. Thoma’ Moran to 
Head Department — 
Prevention, Not Pun- 
ishment, to Be Aim. 


Establishment of a juvenile di- 
vision of the Police Department, 
to begin functioning June 1 under 
the supervision of. Sergt. Thomas 
Moran, was announced yesterday 
om Chief of Police James J. Mitch- 
ell 
'“Crime prevention should start 
in the high chair and not in the 
electric chair,” said Chief Mitchell. 

The chief, pointing to an alarm- 
ing increase in. juvenile delin- 
quency here in the past year, said 
the juvenile division was designed 
to instruct children under the age 
of 17 in the principles of law and 
order. Creation of the depart- 
ment, he explained, recognizes’ the 
need for facilitating, modernizing, 
expediting and streamlining police 
methods of dealing with youthful 
offenders, 

“The policy of the juvenile divi- 
sion,” he said, “will be to interpret 
to the youthful and first offender 
the proper preservation of law and 
order in terms of prevention rath- 
er than punishment.” The need 
for applying preventive measures 
to the problem of juvenile delin- 
quency, he added, would be im- 
pressed, also, on parents and civic 
and social agencies. 

Chief Mitchell said Sergt. Mo- 
ran was selected to head the divi- 
sion because of his years of expe- 
rience in dealing with the prob- 
lems of the maladjusted and anti- 
social. Moran was the first parole 
officer in the Police Department 
and hag been in charge of that 
work for many years. 

A Juvenile Division patrolman 
will be assigned, under Bergt. 
Moran, to each of the 12 police 
districts. Negro patrolmen will be 
assigned to the two predominantly 
Chief Mitchell 
said all children taken ,into cus- 
tody by members of the depart- 
ment will be turned over to the 
Juvenile Division district patrol- 
man, who will make a thorough in- 
|vestigation of the problem, ques-" 
tioning witnesses, parents and all 
other persons having an interest 
in the case. 

“The new plan will save many 
man hours,” the Chief explained, 
“because it will no longer be 
necessary for the officers arrest- 
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ing youthful offenders to make 
lengthy reports, present matters 
to the Juvenile Court and juvenile 
probation officer, and appear at 
the hearing at Juvenile Court. 
Under the new plan all of these 
duties following upon the arrest 
wHl be assumed by the Juvenile 
Division district patrolman.” 

The plan will not require any 
additions to the present personnel 
of the Police Department. Men 
selected to staff the new division 
will be given a course of special- 
ized training, including lectures by 
sociologists, psychiatrists and 
child welfare and ‘behavior ex- 
perts. . ‘

Financial Domination 
of Europe. 


WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP).— 
The Office of War Information to- 
night said Germany had obtained 
such a grip on the banks.of Nazi- 
occupied countries that even after 
the fall of Hitler his chosen fi- 
nanciers could retain their control 
ever Europe’s economy. 

“The Nazi banking system is 
geared to withstand any change 
in political leadership in Ger- 
many,” the OWI said. 

“Even though Hitler were de- 
posed . . . this monopoly would 
reproduce the conditions - which 
brought about Nazism before, Vic- 
tory over Nazism cannot be com- 


plete until this hidden structure 
of power is destroyed along with 
the Nazi party itself.” 

Virtually the entire financial] re- 
sources of the continent are now 
funneled into the Reichsbank (the 
— National Bank of Issue in 

rmany) and six private Berlin 
banks. OWI added: 

“There is hardly a bank left in 
Nazi-controlied Europe which is 


Most of the clique of powerful 
German bankers, the OWI 
are the “men who fi- 
nanced Hitler in the early days 
of the Nazi party. Hitler is now

“The men who own this vast fi- 
mancial empire represent an alli- 


“Many are names almost totally 
tnknown to the general] public and 
outside of Germany. 

“The same names appear re- 
peatedly on the directorate of lead- 
ing banks and industrial concerns: 
In some cases tbese same men 
hold high office in the Nazi party.” 

Ruthless “Legal” Procedure, 

The OWI said banking maneu- 
vers of the German financiers were 
a major part of the “Nazi tech- 
nique of plunder” and follow “legal 
procedure carried out as ruthlessly 
as the terror itself.” f 

As an example the OWI pointed 
to the Board of Economic War- 
fare’s recent estimate that Nazi 
spoils from conquered countries 
had reached 36 billion dollars by 
the end of 1941. 

The six German banks which 
the OWI said exercise major con- 
trol over private banking in 
Europe all have their central of- 
fices in Berlin and were listed: 
Deutsche Bank, Dresdner Bank, 
Commerzbank, Berliner Handels- 
Geselischaft, Reichskredit-Gesell- 
schaft, and Bank der Deutschen 
Arbeit. , 

The OWI said the Nazis chiefly 
had obtained control over the re-. 
sources of Europe by reaching 
over and above all business to get 
a monopolistic grasp on the pirm- 
strings of industry: 

“With the banks of conquered 
nations in their hands, Nazi pluto- 
crats hold power of life and death 
over Hu ‘s business. 

“They direct the flow of money 
to Naszi-controlled or Quisling en- 
terprises; or they freeze off capi- 
tal and credit from business houses 
that refuse to ‘co-operate.’ 

Control of 


Industries. 

“Furthermore, European banks 
normally contro] industrial enter- 
prises, through share ownership; 
thus, control of a bank means op- 
erating control of an industry. 

“The looting of banks reaches 
down ;to every small depositor, 
every small shareholder. Nazi au- 
thorities have followed up each 
conquest of a nation by ordering 
all inhabitarits to report their hold- 
ings in foreign currencies, securi-

(b) “Retail route seller shall 
mean a retailer who sells foods 
at retail from an inventory 
stocked in trucks or other con- 
veyances operated over regular 
routes.

Section 4—Posting. 


(a) Selling Prices, All retail 
stores of all classes must post 
their selling prices for the food 
items listed below. These prices 
must be posted on the item, or 
at or near the place where such 
food item is offered for sale. 

(b) Ceiling Prices. All Class 
1 Retail Stores must post, in a 
conspicuous place in the store,

For all commodities not cov- 
ered by this order, all sellers 
must continue to post ceiling 
‘prices as now or hereafter re- 
quired by applicable price reg- 
ulations or orders. 

(c) Class of Store, Every re- 
tail store selling any of the 
food items listed below must 
notify its customers of the 
class of store to which it be- 
longs by posting a sign read- 
ing “OPA-1,” “OPA-2,” “OPA- 
3,” or “OPA-4,” whichever ap- 
plies.

Section 5—Sales Tax. 

A seller may add to the com- 
munity celling prices set forth 
in Section 9 the sales tax re- 
quired to be collected by the 
law of the State of Missouri. 


Section 6—Sales Slips 

and Receipts 

Sellers must continue to give 
a sales slip, receipt, or similar 
evidences of purchase previous- 
ly given buyers. Regardless of 
custom, sellers must give any 
customer who asks for it a re- 
ceipt showing the date of the 
sale» the name and address of 
the seller, the customer's name, 
each food item sold and the 
price gharged for the item.

Class I is for independent stores 
with annual gross sales of less 
than $50,000, Class 2 for independ-

Also effective tomorrow are 
cents-per-pound ceilings on select- 
ed cuts of beef, veal, lamb and 
mutton, which were announced 
Thursday.

Tomorrow's ceilings»on canned 
fruits and vegetables, together 
with those on meats and the ones 
announced last Sunday for nearly

prices expressed in cents per 
pound or package. 

The OPA program is intended

WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP).— 
Speculation in informed quarters 
tonight is that President John L. 
Lewis and other United Mine 
Workers officers will ignore the 
War Labor Board’s summons to a 


meeting on Monday. 

The WLB order last, night pro- 
vided for a meeting of miners and 
operators with a divisiion of the 
board to arrange a resumption of 
collective bargaining in the soft 
coal wage dispute while produc- 
tion continued: Operators said 
they would attend the meeting. 

The UMW chieftain’s continued 

defiance of the board in that re- 
spect would not necessarily meah 


a refusal to bargain or another in- 
terruption of production when the 
15-day truce expires Tuesday mid- 
night. Government sources were 
confident production would go on. 

While Lewis has denounced the: 
WLB as prejudiced, he has also 
told the President that “a renewal 
of collective bargaining is the log- 
‘ical means of providing justice and 
equity to all parties.” On that 
basis he could reenter negotia- 
tions without bowing to the board. 

In New ‘York, Lewis was silent 
on his intentions although he ten- 
tatively agreed to meet reporters 
tomorrow and indicated he might 
make a statement then on the 
WLB summons. Union spokes- 
men represented Lewis ag await- 

ing clarification of the WLB's 
suggestion of an “assured” six-day 
work week and of its attitude on 
the miners’ demand for portal-to- 
portal (underground travel) pay. 

The directive order’s reference 
to the miners’ demand for a $2 
a day increase was casual and by 
some was considered as unfavor- 
able. However, the order did not 
rule out the request for portal- 
to-portal pay. 

The order’s reference to an “as- 
sured” six-day week was construed 
in informed quarters as evidence 
that the board is willing to ap- 
prove such a provision in an agree- 
ment, but hesitates to order it in

In this resolution, the CIO execu- 
tives declared the WLB “must not 
repeat its unfortunate errors of 
the packing house workers and the 
West Coast airplane workers’ 
cases, where just and equitable 
claims for wage adjustments based 
on prevailing gross inequities were

Establishment, of a plant for bri- 
quetting coal mined in the Belk-| 
ville district was proposed by Clar- 
ence G. Stiehl, president of the St. 
Clair-Madison Coal Operators’ As- 
sociation, in a statement yesterday 
to the Coal Processing Plant Com- 
mittee/of the St. Clair County 


Board of Supervisors. 
_ Unless steps are taken to im- 


prove the market, the mining of 
Belleville coal will decline sharply 
and many mines are likely to close 
in the next few years, Stiehl pre- 
dicted. This coal, high in smoke 
producing content, is not accepta- 
ble for hand firing in St. Louis 
and Chicago. Its use in St. Louis 


is illegal except with mechanically 
fired equipment. 

The Processing Plant Committee 
was created recently by the Board 
of Supervisors to inquire into 
methods of making Belleville coal 
more acceptable. Stiehl informed 
it several coal mine operators have 
subscribed for stock in a proposed

Full text of an address delivered 
et the Municipal Opera House, St. Louis, May 7th

The recent abortive mine strike called by John L. Lewis 
has forced the entire labor movement to re-examine its position 
in relation to the war. For Lewis has challenged labor’s support 
of the war, he has declared that the war places no obligations 
to refrain from striking and shutting down basic industries upon 


which the. conduct of the war de- 
pends, he has declared that he is ‘now 
in. “a truce” of 15 days with the Gov- 
ernment, that failing a settlement 
satisfactory to him before the expira- 
tion of thd truce, he will again call 
the nation’s miners on strike. 

The question is not of labor's right 
to strike. 

Rather the quéétion is of. labor's 
responsibility for the most efficient 
conduct of the war until victory is 
won.

$3.25. In the better places you 
can’t get a steak dinner, with 
the things you formerly had with 
it, for less than four bucks.

Washington's law school, which 
has a normal enrollment of 130 to 
140 students, now has only 28 at- 
tending classes. However, Chan- 
cellor George R. Throop said “We 
intend to keep our law school in 
operation as long as students are 
enrolled.” 

At St... Louis University law 


school the enrollment has been re- 
duced to 18 students, as against a 
normal enrollment. of 85 to 100. 


Both institutions have announced 
a full semester of law school work 
for the summer months under the 
accelerated college program, ini- 
tiated because of the war. Officers 
of both Washington and St. Louis 
universities said there has been 
no discussion of combining the two 
law schools for the war’s duration.

HE Dirksen amendment passed by the House to force the Home 

Owners Loan Corporation into immediate liquidation brings to the 

stage a side-wing slugfest carried on for years by certain banking, 
mortgage and savings groups to recover from the Government the now- 
lucrative business of refinancing home mortgages. 

The tableau in many respects parallels the concerted efforts of 
the farm bloc to kill incentive and benefit payments to farmers and 
knock out the Farm Security Administration, 


Like the farm bloc, which high- 
pressured the Government for aid 
and more aid in depression years, 
the mortgage-loan firms eagerly 
dumped their mortgage holdings 
into the bountiful lap of Uncle Sam 
in the lean days.. Now they want 
them back and in a split-second 


hurry. 
Fight Likely in Senate. 


Dirksen’s amendment was added 
to the appropriation bill for inde- 
pendent Government offices. The 
HOLL had requested $10,090,000 for 
the next fiscal year; the amend- 
ment sliced this to $6,249,996, and 
required that liquidation be com- 
pleted in 1944. The bill is now in 
the hands of the Senate, where a 
fight is expected to be made by 
the’ administration supporters to 
save the agency. 


Created as an emergency branch 


of the Government in rock-bottom 
depression days when hundreds of 
thousands of house owners were 
being dispossessed, the HOLC 
bailed out countless mortgage-loan 
companies that were in woeful dis- 
tress. Similarly, when farm prices 
were at low ebb and food was 
plentiful, the farm groups early in 
the New Deal tenure sought and’ 
obtained the financial sustenance 
needed to rescue them. 


The guiding strategy of the farm 
bloc and mortgage interests is the 
game. The farm bloc tacticians in 
Congress railed at Government 
“bureaucracy,” deftly chloroformed 
the FSA by taking away its ap- 
propriation for the new year. In 
the floor fight over the HOLA, 
Representatives again pointed with 
horror at the administration's 
manifold functions, forthwith 
lopped off the HOLC’s appropria- 
‘tion with an order for liquidation 
not later than next year. 


Bodfish Ace Lobbyist. 


The mortgage-loan groups, like 
the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration’s spokesman Ed O'Neal, 
have their ace, Morton Bodfish of 
Chicago, executive vice-president 
ef the United States Savings and 
Loan League and intimate friend 
of Representative Everett McKin- 
ley Dirksen of Illinois, sponsor of 
the HOLC-kiling amendment. 
When Bodfish was assailed at a 
House hearing recently as a $25,- 
000-a-year lobbyist, he blandly sent 
in a correction later: he gets 
$20,000. 

At the time that Bodfish and his 
activities were under attack, it was 
Dirksen who sprang with agility 
to his defense. 


“He knows his business,” said 
Dirksen on the House floor. “He is 
‘po lobbyist. He is just serving mil- 
lions of home owners who are rep- 
resented in the United States Sav- 
ings and Loan League.” 

Whether or not Bodfish Is a lob- 
‘ byist may be open to fine shades 
of interpretation, but those on Cap- 
itol Hill are agreed on one point: 
he has done his work well. House 
members listened carefully to floor 
arguments that liquidation would 
_ mean a leas of 440 million dollars 
to the Government and the fore- 
closure of hundreds of thousands 
of homes. Then they adopted the 
Dirksen amendment. 

The joker in the proposed ligq- 
uidation, Government officials are 
quick to point out, is that the 
banks and loan companies would 
not be required to take over “ques- 
tionable” or admittedly bad mort- 
gages, but would buy the cream of 
the HOILCL’s holdings at profitable 
terms. - Defending this, Dirksen 
told the Post-Dispatch that he is 
eonfident the private loan compa- 
Qmies and savings groups voluntar-

“The thing to do is try it and 
see,” he said. 

This point came up at the House 
subcommittee hearing when John’ 
H. Fahey, Commissioner of the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Admin- 
istration, ‘which operates. the 
HOLC, was under questioning. At 
one phase of the _ interrogation 
Dirksen said: 


“The way to liquidate the HOLC 
is to compel its liquidation forth- 
with, and do it on a piecemeal 
basis and take our loss, and be 
done with it.”

“In other words, to give to the 

private institutions all the good 

loans and leave the~corporation 

with all the bad ones?” Fahey 
asked, 


“Yes, sir,” responded Dirksen. 

Representative James M. Fitz- 
patrick added with some feeling: 
“and- have 200,000 or 300,000 prop- 
erty owners lose their property 
for the advancement of the build- 
ing and loan associations.” 


Dirksen’s Argument. 


Dirksen, in justifying his amend- 
ment, stressed the need for econ- 
omy in nonwar expenditures, ar- 
gued that there has never been so 
favorable a market for the liquida- 
tion of the corporation as now. The 
properties owned by the HOLA, 
on which loang are carried, are 
aging, and the longer the agency 
remains in business, the more these 
properties depreciate in value, he 
said. And “if we fail to take this 
step,” he stated, “it will be a cue 
for other agencies of government 
need for their continuance has 
passed.” 

Commissioner Fahey told the 
subcommittee that many private 
loan agencies are so impatient 
that they have started “a series of 
raids” on the HOIA’s loans, seek- 
ing to persuade houseowners to 
transfer their mortgages to them. 


“We find these institutions get- 
ting lists of HOLC borrowers and 
by mail, radio and personal solici- 
tation, telling HOLC borrowers 
that the corporation is going out 
of business and that it is well for 
them to transfer their loans,” he 
said, 

In many such instances, he con- 
tinued, the borrower is offered an 
increase in his loan, and in other 
cases the borrower is told that his 
payments will be extended over a 
longer period than the HOL© ma- 
turity, but invaxiably at a higher 
interest rate. A rate of 6 per cent 
is “common,” said*Lahey, and rates 
of 8 per cent and more have been 
charged, compared to the HOLC 
interest rate of only 4% per cent. 


Fitzpatrick Angered. 


While Fahey sought to show a 
modicum of restraint in fighting 
for the life of the HOLL, Repre- 
sentative Fitzpatrick made no at- 
tempt to conceal his indignatior 
and wrath over the proposal. Once 
he said warmly to Fahey: 

“And you saved those institu- 
tions from going into bankruptcy 
—the very institutions that now 
want to destroy your organization. 
They are going out racketeering 
and trying to take over the se- 
cured mortgages, the very institu- 
tions that were saved through the 
HOLL.” 

A moment later he expostulated: 
“It is surprising to me that anyone 
should advocate such a thing at 
this time.” *

Most business men and most Ger- 
mans are terribly disillusioned 
about the war and the Nazi re- 
gime. To old friends from abroad 
they probably speak wishfully. 


They have little hope now for 
victory, though the military is 
propagating the view that in three 
more years the Russians can be 
liquidated, then Europe made se- 
‘cure behind walls, whatever the 
acale of attacks, Some are actually 
longing for defeat as a means of 
deposing the Nazi regime. 


New Propaganda Line. 


A new propaganda line has, how- 
ever, intimidated many who are 
convinced the Allies will carry out 
atrocities, German hausfraus are 
persuaded by Goebbels that they 
will be taken to London for prosti- 
tution if defeat comes. Huge pos- 
ters at the University of Berlin, 
in text and pictures; purport to 
show what British and Americans 
themselves have said they would 
do in the event of victory. All chil- 
dren would be taken from German 
families and their identity de- 
stroyed, This is an interesting re- 
flection of the guilt complex, since 
this is just what the Nazis them- 
selves have done. There is con- 
stant reiteration on the radio of 
the terrible fate- for Germans if 
they are defeated. 


This in itself may be strong 
enough to keep Germans going a 
Recent visitors de- 
scribed the people as in a state of 
trance, hypnotized. They move 
with mechanical compulsion 
through a grim routine of war 
work, food queues, heiling, salut- 
ing, with no more will for it. 
There is a mood of passivity and 
fatalism, 


Opposition to the Hitler regime 
is amazingly widespread. It is de- 
scribed by one ag including as high 
as 80 per cent of the population, 
including all except Nazi partyists, 
and others, directly benefited. 


Listening to the English radio 
is common, despite severest penal- 
ties. With German extremism, 
some now believe everything they 
hear on the English radio, just as 
they once believed everything 
heard on the Nazi radio. 


Much Passive Resistance 


Even among Hitler organizations 
and the military, passive opposi- 
tion is reported; for instance, cir- 
culation among members of the 
Hitler youth organizations of a 
satirical play on Siegfried and the 
pretensions of the regime. Many 
behind the party laugh at heiling 
and the constant rigamarole. 
Youths taken into the army talk 
of desertion if the opportunity is 
given. It is reported that some 
officers make an effort to escape, 
and leave trains in Sweden. 


But the important fact is that 
this opposition is passive. Almo 
without exception they say, “ t 
can we do even if we knew how to 
overthrow Hitler?”

There are numerous instances of 
soldiers on leave committing sui 
cide as an aftermath of participa- 
tion in Poland and other horrors, 
This knowledge has created in the 
average German a sense of panic. 
His last prop taken away, he can 
no longer find any justification for 
the excesses of the regime which 
he excused in the beginning as @ 
temporary necessity in order to re- 
store Germany's position in the 
world, 

The deterioration of the German 
mind behind the Nazi barricade is 
one of the most frightening aspects 
of the present picture. Deceived 
by propaganda without knowing it, 
they will say, “Of course we don’t 
believe that man Goebbels.” Then 
they will repeat the propaganda 
line Goebbels has given them. This 
applies not merely to the man in 
the street, but to the educated 
classes who never accepted the 
Nazis and, always deceived, salute 
the end of the Nazi nightmare and 
the restoration of the old Germany. 


No Organized Opposition. 


There is a strong prospect that 
they may fight to the end for lack 
of organized opposition. This may 
mean a final desperate resistance 
with gas used against the West 
and all possible a ties practiced 
on prisoners. All vestiges of the 
old Germany gone, the end would 
mean the Goetterdaemmerung of 
the Nazis. Thig is what Europe 
fears today, cowering under ulti- 
mate terror of the Nazis. 


If they could only be convinced 
that there are some limits to Nazi 
authority, then there might be in- 
surrection, 

Two to three million men in the 

Waffen Schutzstaffel are devoted 
to seeing that the German people 
observe the final discipline of the 
Nazis. This is the important dif- 
ference between 1940 and 1918, and 
prevents the rise of any opposition 
organization, 
The actual physical condition of 
the Germans ig perhaps better than 
in most occupied countries, The 
standard of food has held up well, 
thanks to the looting of the rest of 
Europe. The ration of bread and 
proteins is even higher than in 
neutral Sweden. 


What the average German hears 
of controversies within the party 
and controversies between the 
party and the military is only a 
faint echo. There is a certain dis- 
illusionment, however, with the 
military. There is a feeling that 
the generals have taken too much 
People 
ask, “What has happened to our 
generals when one after another 
is put at the top?” But they still 
believe that the only hope rests 
with the old military, who may be 
able to throw off the Nazi yoke. 


There is only a vestige of the 
German sense of humor left. A 
story circulating widely tells that 
Methuselah dies and goes to hell, 
but explains to the devil, after a

M ANY of ts have been disturbed by 
the extravVaganzas indulged in by 
part of the press and part of the people 
over our Tunisian victory. 

I prefer to hold most of our joy for the 
armistice day. Let us stop and think: 

1. The African victory has come after 
three years of fighting, the final drive 
having begun seven months ago. That 
is no week-end picnic, 

2. We have won by concentrating ef- 
fective personnel and materiel in the 
African theater to the disadvantage, dis- 
astrously in early 1942, of other fronts. 

3. We have fought against what may 
amount to one-seventieth of the Euro- 
pean Axis armies. We have done this in 
the battle’s latter stages with 2-to-1 land 
superiority (and more than that when 
activated reserves are included), a 4-to-1 
air advantage and full contro] of the sea. 

We Won not because the enemy was 
weak, but because we were strong. Only 
on the same basis shall we conquer the 
sixty-nine-seventieths of the Axis in Eu- 
rope. 
4. The Axis was not routed. We have 
heard no reports of significant German 
disillusion or even diminution of efficien- 
cy. Early tales of a wholesale flight of 
general officers have proved false. Yes, 
we ve been told of a supply break- 
down. But did this not come about after 
the sectioning of the Axis armies? 

Now we have an invasion before us. 
From our experience we must assume 
that the Germans and Italians (the lat- 
ter especially if their home shores are 
breached) will fight bravely, efficiently, 
doggedly until the battle looks hopeless. 
Then they will give up quickly. But the 
Nazis who sit atop Fortress Europe still 
see hope. 

Well, Americans, we've just batted in 
a run off their star pitcher. But this 


is still the first inning.

A SENSIBLE CONTROL FOR UNIONS. 

The bill which the House Military Committee has 
recommended for the control of labor unlons con- 
tains an excellent provision which goes, we believe, 
to the heart of the trouble this nation is having 
with John L. Lewis. 

That provision gives the War Labor Board au- 
thority to subpena witnesses and records. The whole 
difficulty in the soft-coal controversy has been that 
Lewis has defied the War Labor Board and the board 
has had no means of bringing him in by the scruff 
of the neck. The board would have that authority 
under the law proposed by the House committee. 

Now that Stabilization Director James F. Byrnes 
has given the board enough discretionary authority 
over wages for it to function, it looks as if the sub- 
pena power is one of the few things still needed 
to make the War Labor Board the effective instru- 
ment it has got to be. We suggest also that the board 
be made the creation of congressional act rather 
than executive order. This change would in our 
opinion improve public confidence in the board and 
the board’s confidence in itself. 

So constituted and empowered, the War Labor 
Board should be able to make mediation take the 
place of strikes for the duration. 

While the House committee’s labor bill would give 
this materia] strengthening to the War Labor Board 
and so meet the problems which Lewis has laid upon 
his country, it does not stop there, but goes much 
further. 

The bill’s drastic provisions express our anger as 
a nation at what Lewis is doing to us, and our de- 
termination that it shall never happen again. Right 
there, fighting mad, we need to stop short and 
take counsel with ourselves. ° 

Some of the provisions in the House committee’s 
bill might work well, and some of them would be 
almost certain to work badly. In combination, they 
would make it necessary for a union to have a 
staff of lawyers continually at its elbow to prevent 
its leaders from commiiting what might be con- 
strued under the broad terms of the bill as unlaw- 
ful acts. These are regulations piled on after the 
need for control has been substantially met in the 
strengthening of the War Labor Board. 

In normal peace times, we might conceivably af- 
ford as a nation to make so many more decisions 
than we had to, and to risk the consequences, The 
results might rock us, but we could take the dam- 
age in stride. In wartime, and particularly in a 
war we are fighting for our very survival, we can- 
not afford to take on grave risks gratuitously. We 
must not burn down the barn to run out*the rats. 

We are at a place of decision at which we could 
make some bad mistakes, and we could spend a long 
time paying for them. We ought to fit the deed to 
the need—no less, no more. The least law we can 
invoke to do what has to be done will be the best 
law. It will contain the minimum of unforeseen 
consequences to rise and haunt us. 

We suggested last Monday, for counseling with 
experience in the present crisis, a re-reading of an 
article by Winston Churchill which appeared in 
Collier’s Magazine several years back. Today we 
are reprinting a condensation of that article in the 
Mirror of Public Opinion. 

In his article, Mr. Churchill has drawn upon Brit- 
ish history to show that while the regulation of 
labor may become necessary, over-regulation—that 
is to say, suppression—is dangerous. He has dem- 
onstrated by concrete example that labor, when its 
economic weapon of the strike is taken away or 
measurably dulled, is forced to take up the weapon 
of separate political action. Mr. Churchill believes 
in allowing labor to retain every bit of freedom it 
can exercise without damage to society as a whole, 

We commend to Congress Mr. Churchill’s words of 
counsel against the over-regulation of unions: “It 
is a big risk to take for what is, after all, a doubt- 
ful gain.”

HISSES OR YAWNS? 

Hollywood is out to do a film with Field Marshal 
Rommel ag the principal character, and means to 
present the Desert Fox as a traditional villain. It 
will be interesting to observe how the American 
movie-goer reacts to the characterization. 

Americans generally seem to admire Rommel; in 
fact, he appears to be the only Axis leader who has 
caught the popular imagination. He is recognized 
as a daring and brilliant fighter, ag a military leader 
willing to risk his own life as he often did by going 
to the front in tanks and as a tactician who failed 
only when he met a superior one in Montgomery. 
The very fact that Rommel is admired as a soldier 
made the victory over him that much sweeter. 

If Hollywood hams up Rommel, making him a 
composite of Beelzebub, Iago, Ivan the Terrible and 
Desperate Desmond, it is likely to stimulate yawns 
instead of hisses. 
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PROTECTION FOR ACCIDENT VICTIMS. 

The Legislature certainly should put the pending 
financial responsibility law for automobile drivers 
on its “must” list. Motorists and pedestrians in 
some 40 other states, the District of Columbia and 
the Canadian provinces are protected by a similar 
or stronger statute. The motorists and pedestrians 
of Missouri are entitled to the same protection. 

Consider the case of an automobile accident victim 
in Massachusetts. In the first place, he is less likely 
to be involved in an accident than he would be in 
Missouri because the commonwealth has a really 
meaningful test for those seeking drivers’ licenses. 
Further, motorists must pass this test at stated in- 
tervals to prove that they are still entitled to their 
licenses. 

Of course, this system has not eliminated acci- 
dents, but Massachusetts has seen to it that the vic- 
tims are sure of compensation. It has a compulsory 
insurance Jaw. Every motorist must take out a 
liability policy. 

Here in Missouri, by way of contrast, just about 
anybody can get a driver’s license for little more 
than the asking. And there is virtually no provision 
for the protection of the public against the irrespon- 
sible drivers who unquestionably get behind the 
wheel under our lax statute. 

Less than 30 per cent of the automobile owners in 
Missouri carry liability insurance policies. Yet, the 
loss in property damage caused by accidents runs to 
more than five million dollars a year, and the loss 
due to injury and death is more than 10 million. 

The pending bill would provide protection at least 
to the extent of requiring a driver found legally 
liable for accident damages to satisfy the judgment 
within 30 days, subject to the revocation of his li- 
cense and the requirement to show financial re- 
sponsibility in the case of future accidents. This 
could be met by a surety bond, a cash deposit with 
the State Treasurer or an insurance policy. 

This plan does not protect the first victim of a 
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reckless driver as the Massachusetts plan does, The 
gap in its coverage is explained on the theory that 
the Massachusetts plan places a burden on all driv- 
ers while the Missouri bill would place it only on 
those who have been involved in accidents. This 
logic is none too good, since every driver, whether 
he has had an accident or not, runs a certain risk. 
But be that as it may, the bill, if enacted, would 
provide a very measurable degree of protection 
where now there is, all too often, none at all. 
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A NOTABLE INCONSISTENCY. 

The Supreme Court’s reversal in the religious 
freedom pamphlets cases revives the question as 
to the application of the Bill of Rights to the 
states through the fourteenth amendment. : Justice 
Douglas, in his majority opinion, quotes the guar- 
antee of religious freedom in the first amendment, 
which, as he says, “the fourteenth makes applicable 
to the states.” In his opinion in a related case, 
Chief Justice Stone says the same thing. 

But if the guarantees of the first amendment are. 
binding upon the states, why are not the guarantees 
of the other amendments which comprise the Bill 
of Rights? Why not the fourth amendment’s pro- 
tection against “unreasonable searches and seiz- 
ures”? Why not the fifth amendment’s protection 
against twice being “put in jeopardy of life or 
limb” for the same offense’? Why not the sixth 
amendment’s guarantee of “a speedy and public trial 
by an impartial jury’? 

To a citizen confronted with-a charge punishable 
with imprisonment, the right “to have the assistance 
of ‘counsel for his defense,” may be more impor- 
tant at the montent than the guarantee of religious 
liberty. Smith Betts continues to serve out a long 
sentence in a: Maryland prison even though he asked 
for counsel and was refused. The United States 
Supreme Court, Justice Roberts writing the 6-to-3 
decision, said a year ago that provision of counsel 
was not made obligatory upon the states. 

But if the fourteenth amendment appliés the 
first amendment, why does it not also apply the 
sixth, which guarantees counsel in all Federal cases? 
Three members of the court, Justices Black, Douglas 
and Murphy, said in the Betts case that the same 
obligation to apply does exist. Perhaps Justice 
Rutledge takes the same view and there are at least 
four votes for it on the court as now constituted, 

In any case, there is an inconsistency here which 
must some day be resolved. The way to resolve it— 
as John Raeburn Green of the St. Louis Bar has 
written in the Washington University Law Quar- 
terly—is to make all the guarantees of the Bill of 
Rights binding on the states. 
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« NOTE TO PANIC-BUYERS. 

The Chairman of the War Production Board, Don- 
ald M. Nelson, told Congress Friday that ration- 
ing of clothing and textiles is imminent unless in- 
dustry can improve its present use of its facilities. 

Public statements of that sort, which can have no 
other public effegt than to provoke some degree of, 
panic buying, are unfortunate. We would like to 
see them avoided as much as possible. If and when 
it becomes necessary to make them, consumers 


should remind themselves to sit steady in the boat. | 


They can be sure that whatever rationing is done 
in this country, the quantities allowed will be ample. 
They can also be sure that if they are stampeded 
into buying beyond their needs, they will only make 
the possibility of rationing a probability. 

Price Administrator Prentiss M. Brown, writing 
in the current issue of the American Magazine, told 
how shoe rationing was instituted, not because of 
any real scarcity, but because of a wave of panic 
buying. He gave this counsel: 


As we move into the new rationing program, 
you will hear all sorts of fearful whispers about 
pending shortages in this or that. If you fall 
for them, if you storm the stores trying to get 
yours while the getting is good, you will only 
contribute toward the spread of rationing to 
those commodities. Rationing must and will be 
used as a means of controjling panic buying. 


That is something to paste in the hat. 
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GOV. LEHMAN REPORTS. 

It is good to learn that at least one postwar 
planner has his job, well in hand. Back from a 
series of conferences in London, former Gov. Lehman 
of New York, now chief of the Office of Foreign 
Relief and Rehabilitation, reports that a United 
Nations relief organization is being perfected and 
that “the ground has been well prepared for intimate 
collaboration.” - 

Perhaps because there cannot be much tontroversy 
about the necessity for immediate postwar relief but, 
surely, also because of Gov. Lehman’s great execu- 
tive capacitly, very specific preparations are already 
under way so that this great humanitarian ‘work 
can be undertaken without the slightest delay. . 

But far more interesting than lists of require- 
ments, problems of transportation and other such 
details is the policy which is guiding American 
participation. “The idea behind the Office of Foreign 
Relief and Rehabilitation is to help the people help 
themselves,” said Gov. Lehman. “When we have 
assisted the people of a freed country to get a crop 
into the ground we have taken the most important 
forward step.” 

The United States plans to supply seeds, tools and 
other materials necessary to get farmers and fac- 
tory workers back on the job, he said. “When that 
has been done many countries will be ready in a 
short time, we expect, to solve their own long- 
range problems.” 

In the beginning this work is to be under mili- 
tary direction but, wherever there is a stable gov- 
ernment, it will be turned over to civilians working 
under United Nations supervision. 

Here, then, is a problem clearly seen and clearly 
met. The manner in which the solution is carried 
out will have a very considerable effect on the 
temper in which the peace is written. Under Gov. 
Lehman’s direction, this effect promises to be all to 
the good. 
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THE LAST SHOT—AND THE FIRST. 

The battered Italian armies and the equally bat- 
tered Italian propagandists are trying to extract at 
least one grain of glory from the Axis catastrophe 
in Africa. To the First Italian Army “fell the honor 
of the last Axis resistance on African soil,” said the 
Rome communique of yesterday. 

The Italians fired the last shot, and they also fired 
the first one in bringing Axis warfare into Africa. 
That shot was fired on Oct. 2, 1935, when Mussolini 
ordered his legions to invade backward and almost 
defenseless Ethiopia. Marshal Badoglio kept his 
Italian troops in the rear, and let native soldiers 
bear the brunt of the fighting. 

There is poetic justice in those first and last shots, 
and also in the overwhelming fear of Ethiopia’s in- 
vader that Allied invasion now is headed his way.

Danger in Too-Drastic Labor Laws 


The Mirror

An article written five years ago by the now Prime Minister of 
England gives counsel that. takes on new timeliness at present, 
when America is considering legislation for the control of unions; 
Britain's experience may help us to map our future well.

the spirit of its manual wage earners. 

These millions of workers must be will- 
ing partners in the general commonwealth. 
They must share in the general prosperity 
that could not be created without them. It 
is a suicidal selfishness that in these days 
of mass production would seek to, deny to 
the workingman his full reward, 


The dangers in combinations of workmen 
have, for centuries, been portrayed. But 
do these evils outweigh the resentment and 
bitterness engendered when unionism is 
suppressed and driven underground? 

We must regard the right of a workman 
to withhold his labor, and enter into com- 
binations with other workmen for that 
purpose, as one of the fundamental prin- 
ciples of capitalistic society, and as dif- 
ferentiating it from all systems of tyranny. 


British trade unionism passed, 40 to 50 
years ago, through a phase not unlike that 
being experienced in America. It set out to 
enlist the unskilled workers, and to secure 
“a square deal for the underdog.” It used 
the strike weapon freely, There were riots. 


Labor Grows Into Dignity. 


John Burns, the man who, more than 
any other, had shaped and led the new 
unionism, whose name had made nervous 
citizens tremble, sat, 20 years after the 
Trafalgar Square riots, in the same Cabinet 
as myself. Many other trade-union leaders 
have developed in a similar way. 

The British unions are not incorporated. 
They enjoy immunity from actions for 
damages for loss or injury arising from 
strikes. That immunity was conferred 
upon them originally by an act of 1871. It 
seemed intolerable to our grandfathers, in 
Englands that funds accumulated by very 
poor people for purposes vital to the euist- 
ence of their homes should be liable to be 
swept away as a result of a legal action 
arising out of a trade dispute. 


Then, in 1900, there was an unofficial 
strike on the Taff Vale Railway. The 
union officials had tried to stop it, but 
the men were out of hand. The strike 
failed. But a legacy of resentment had 
been left behind. The Taff Vale Railway 
Co, brought an action for damages against 
the Amalgamated Society of Railway Ser- 
vants. The legal battle was carried to the 
House of Lords, It was ruled that as the 
act of 1871 did not specifically declare the 
unions to be non-suable, the legal presump- 
tion was that they could be sued. The so- 
ciety had to pay about $100,000 in damages, 
and double that amount in costs. 


Tine strength of a nation depends upon 


Separate Political Action. 


Other legal judgments in a similar sense 
followed, It was obvious that the right to 
strike had become meaningless. If dam- 
ages of $100,000 coyld be awarded follow- 
ing an unofficial strike on a small branch 
railway, the union that called its men out 
in a major dispute faced almost certain 
ruin, 


Throughout the country trade unions saw 
the organizations they had built to protect 
their interests paralyzed. They believed 
that the courts meant to break the unions, 
and they chafed under a deep sense of 
wrong. | 

Thesg events led to the birth of the Labor 
Socialist party of Great Britain.* A tre- 
mendous impetus was given to all those 
forces that clamored for independent labor 
representation. The Taff Vale decision 
drove the unions into politics. 


At the next general election in 1906, 
the Labor Representative Committee ge- 
cured the return of 29 candidates to Parlia- 
ment. One of the first acts of the new 
Liberal Government was to restore to trade 
“unions the immunities the Taff Vale and 
other judgments had destroyed. 


I would ask my American friends when 
they speak of making labor unions respon- 
sible in law for the acts of their members 
to bear this sequence of events in mind. 
Incorporate the unions so as to hamper 
their power to conduct a strike, and a new 
and formidable challenger enters the politi- 
cal field. No man may safely predict the 
consequences of such a development. An 
American labor party might function on 
very different lines than the British Labor 
party. It might, on the other hand, be 
more violent and more revolutionary than 
British labor. 

It is a big risk to take for what is, after 
all, a doubtful gain. It opens the door to 
the sinister activities of the agent provoca- 
teur. 


Yet it remains true that some form of 
regulation is necessary. A policy of politi- 
cal blackmail culminated in the 
general strike of 1926. It was broken once 
and for all, by the Trade Disputes and 
Trade Unions Act of 1927. I commend the 


friends as representing a “middle way” 
that, while leaving the unions free to for- 
ward the interests of their members by all 
lawful means, effectively prevents the grave 
evils apt to arise when power is divorced 
from responsibility. 


Provisions of the Act. 


The new act discriminates between 
strikes. The immunities of bona fide trade 
disputes are not extended to strikes of a 
political nature. The’ sympathetic strike 
is permitted only within the trade or in- 
dustry in which the original dispute arose. 
In similar circumstances, lockouts by em- 
ployes would also be illegal. All union of- 
ficials who act in furtherance of any illegal 
strike, are liable to criminal prosecution. 
Individual workmen who in any way ac- 
tively support an illegal strike are also 
criminally liable. Unions may be sued in 
the courts. 


Members of a union expelled for refusing 
to participate in an illegal strike may also 
claim damages, which will be payable out 
of the union funds. Municipal employes, or 
the servants of any public authority, who 
break their contracts of employment are 
liable to criminal prosecution as well as, to 
civil action for damages. 


I should imagine that there would be 
little difficulty in establishing similar safe- 
guards in every state of the Union. It 
would also be reasonable to require both 
unions and employes to exhaust the con- 
ciliation machinery available before there 
is either a strike or a lockout, 

The path of industrial democracy lies 
plain before us. We can achieve it by an 
increasing collaboration of the employers’ 
and workers’ organizations. The first step 
toward that must be the acknowledgment 
of legitimate and responsible labor union- 
ism.

Heroic Defense of Sevastopol 
As Seen by a Russian Writer 


“Last Days of Sevastopol,” by Boris Voeyetekhev. 

(Alfred A. Knopf, New York.) 

HIS book is unique in two respects: 

First, it was translated by Ralph Par- 
ker, Moscow correspondent to the New York 
Times, who cabled it across the ocean—the 
first book ever to be cabled to a publisher. 
Second, it is not written by an American 
observer, but a Russian playwright and 
journalist inspired by worship of the Rus- 
sian soil and its heroic defenders, 

Boria Voyetekhov went to on 
a destroyer which was able to skirt the 
mine fields in the bay and dodge the bomb- 
ers above, The city had been under siege 
for eight months, and was in flames so 
bright that one could read at night by the 
light of the incendiaries. The Germans 
were so certain of the city’s capitulation 
that they had sent back photographs of the 
bombed city to prove its destruction. But 
Voyetekhoy stayed to see the Russians fight 
on, and his book is a tribute to those who 
died at Sevastopol. 

While the writer cites details of isolated 
cases, we know that somehow these sacri- 
fices must have been multiplied a thousand 
times as the city refused to surrender. In

to the bereaved families, a white-haired 
who had been crucified by the Nazis 
left for dead, women who fought and 
beside their husbands, and a city w 
every man, woman and child was 
and dared to*be a hero. 

The Nazis systematically bombed the 
block by block. At the last only 13 houses 
stood and the defenders were pushed into 
the sea, but dying men wrote with their 
own blood, “Return to Sevastopol,” and the 
wounded, who were evacuated, clutched 
stones or handfuls of sand “of Sevastopol.” 

This book, for the Russian reader, must 
be top-notch hate propaganda; for the 
American, it is both an accusation and a

Now the im- 
pression takeg shape that the Al- 
lied invaders, if attempting to oc- 
cupy Sicily, will find themselves 
met by Italian resistance, organ- 
ized under Badoglio. 

What more honored commander 
could order the Italians to lay 
down their arms und tender sur- 
render to the Allies when, plain- 
ly, prolonged resistance could only 
involve national destruction with- 
out hope of ultimate success? 
When that moment comes—and 
perhaps it is nearer than the Al- 
lies themselves know—King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel will be obliged to 
abdicate. He has allowed _ the 
throne to become too deeply in- 
volved with Mussolini to survive 
Il Duce’s fall. Nor will the Allies 
consent to deal with any other 
leading Fascists.

Both these developments repre- 
sented major strides toward ulti- 
mate victory. And the week pro- 
vided proof that Allied leadership 
is charting that course well in ad- 
vance of the armies. Winston 
Churchill, in Washington for his 
fifth conference with President 
Roosevelt, said that “march after 
march must be planned as far as 
human eye can see.” The time is 
approaching, he said, when the 
Allied armies “will have advanced 
across the seas into deadly grapple 
on the continent” of Europe. 

The Washington conference also 
provided evidence that heavy blows 
against Japan were being pre- 
pared. In Churchill’s train came 
Marshal Wavell, commander in 
chief in India, and his naval and 
air associates, This pointed strong- 
ly to a campaign perhaps in the 
autumn — to sweep the Japanese 
from the Bay of Bengal, recover 
Burma and reopen a way for the 
United Nations to move to the res- 
cue of their most sorely beset 
member, China. 

Still Hitler First. 

There was no reason to believe, 
however, that the master plan of 
concentrating primary attention on 
Hitler had been altered. But it 
appeared that the growing power 
of the. United Nations, carried 
higher week by week on the awe- 
inspiring flow of weapons from 
the war industries of America, had 
reached the pitch where offensives 
could be undertaken in nearly 
every theater. It was clearly indi- 
cated, therefore, that the war 
against Japan was shifting from 
the holding stage to that o¥ attack. 

The landing on Attu was accom- 
plished Tuesday. On Friday Sec- 
retary Knox gave assurance that 
the operation was “going very sat- 
isfactorily.” Tokyo's propaganda 
began preparing the Japanese for 
the loss of the island, which would 
mean that the much larger ehemy 
base on Kiska, farther east, would 
be isolated and made ready for 
eventual reduction. 

Attu is the westernmost of the 
Aleutians, only _763 miles from 
Paramushiro, at the northern end 
of Japan’s Kurile archipelago, and 
some 2000 miles from Tokyo. It is 
within theoretical range of Tokyo 
for the big new heavy bombers the 
United States is producing, but it 
is more likely to be used'as a base 
for eventual operations inst the 
Kuriles, which run directly to the 
main islands of Japan and offer 
the shortest and most vulnerable 
of the “many roads that lead right 
to Tokyo” of which President 
Roosevelt spoke three months ago 
African Triumph. ) 

The end in North Africa came 
swiftly, much sooner than seemed 
possible a month ago. But after 
the fall of Tunis and Bizerte the 
German and Italian armies col- 
lapsed quickly and ignominiously. 
There was no Dunkerque, no Ba- 
taan, not even a m, bitter time- 
consuming last stand such as the 
German Sixth Army made at 
Stalingrad for weeks after its doom 
was sealed. Although they .atill 
had supplies for weeks more of 
fighting, the Axig armies quit cold. 

Wednesday night Gen. Eisen- 
hower announced the end of or- 
ganized resistance; the last shots 
were fired Thursday. The proud 


Afrika Korps presented 5the 
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astounding spectacle of a once 
great army driving its own ve- 
hicles to prison stockades. The 
Allies took 175,000 prisoners, in- 
cluding 18 generals, among them 
Von Arnim, the commander-in- 
chief in the last phase, and Messe, 
leader of the Italian First Army, 
whom Mussolini made a Marshal 
on the day of his surrender. But 
one of the great characters in the 
African drama missed the last- act; 
Berlin announced that Rommel, ill, 
had been in Germany since 
March 11, 

The trans-Mediterranean phase 
of the conflict was begun even 
before the guns were silent in Tu- 
nisia. Sicily, Sardinia and South- 
ern Italy have beén under heavy 
punishment f the air for weeks 
and the softening up process was 
intensified as the week drew to 
a close. 

The British Navy poured broad- 
sides into the Italian island of 
Pantelleria. American bombers 
pounded both ends of the ferry 
route between Sardinia and the 
mainland, Olbia, in. Northeastern 
Sardinia, and Civitavecchia, 37 
miles north of Rome itself. It ap- 
peared that the time of the island 
stepping stones to Italy was near 
at hand; that an invasion of any 
of them might come at any time. 


Unrest in Europe. | 

Inside Hitler’s Europe, there was 
anxious ferment as _ realization 
grew that the investment of the 
fortress was complete and the day 
of invasion imminent. Mussolini 
sought frantically to bolster the 
morale of his people and strength- 
en his Fascist regime against the 
storm. There were reports of 
spreading revolt in the conquered 
countries, of calls for help from 
Bulgaria, even reports, not con- 
firmed, of riots within Germany 
itself. 

The Allies waged an unrelenting 
war of nerves, capitalizing to the 
full their strategical position. Ev- 
erywhere there was talk of ‘the 
coming invasion but nothing to 
tell the enemy where it would 
fall. But Hitler knew that great 
armies were reaching a peak of 
training and preparation in Brit- 
ain; that at least six Allied armies, 
British, American, French, includ- 
ing the elite divisions which de- 
livered the Tunisian knockout, 
were poised along the southern 
and eastern shores of the Medi- 
terranean; that he must be pre- 
pared to defend every foot of the 
1,000-mile perimeter of the fort- 
ess of Europe. 


Gamble in Russia. 

Indications continued that he 
might gamble on-a tremendous, 
desperate attempt to knock out 
the armies of Russia before the 
Allies could establish their bridge- 
heads in the south or west.

TVA's hydro power kept huge 
aluminum mills turning in 1940 
when a power shortage threctened 
the nation, and since then, tre- 
mendously expanded generating fa- 
cilities, hurriedly authorized by 
Congress, have been rushed through 
the stages of design and construc- 
tion, some completed and operat- 
ing, others nearing completion.

system was increased by more than 


one-half, from a million kilo- 
watts to about 1,600,000 kilowatts, 
and more generators are scheduled 
for early ope:.tion in the : 
dams along the stretches of the 
Tennessee River and its tributaries. 
Capacity is expected soon to reach 
two million kilowatts. 
Timely Expansion. 

The urgent proposals put for- 
ward by the TVA management in 
1940 for expansion of its construc- 
tion program beyond the original 
authorization gave a timly boost 
to the nation’s production of war 
thaterials. A pointed comrientary 
is the fact that the Cherokee Dam 
on the Holston River, one of the 
power facilities included in this 
emergency _-ogram, was filling 
with water just at the time the 
Japanese were attacking Pear! 
Harbor. It had been rur.ed to 
completion in 16 months. 

Commenting on TVA’s rapid ad- 
dition to the. power resources of 
the Tennessee Valley, where there 
is a huge concentration of alumi- 
num production for airplai ~<, 
Chairman David E. ilie:-aal of 
the TVA board, remarked in a 
recent address to the agency's em- 
ployes: 

“Suppose the power supply had 
been handled as the rubber situa- 
tion was handled. What do you 
think we would be making alr- 
planes out of today?” 

Whatever the nation's ultimate 
judgment of TVA, it is today one 
of the country's largest power pro- 
ducers, supplying energy not only 
for aluminum but also for indus- 
tries which are producing heavy 
chemicals, airplanes, ship boilers 
and a great variety of munitions. 
Much of this power is supplied 
yan aha to industries, but some 

through the municipally 
Gumet distribution systems in the 
area. 
Expanding From 10 to 25 Dams. 


Before the war emergency, the 
TVA program included a system 
of 10 dams on the Tennessee and 
its tributaries, with the objective 
of improving these waterways for 
power, flood control and naviga- 
tion. Estimated cost of the entire 
program was approximately 500 
million dollars. Today with the in- 
clusion of dams acquired from 
power corporations there are 22 in 
the system, 19 completed and 
three under construction, and ulti- 
mate expenditures are expected to 
approach the billion dollar mark. 

With its major facilities rapidly 
coming into operation and with 
the growing demand for power, in 
the area, not only for war indus- 
tries but for domestic and other 
normal use, TVA’s gross revenue 
from sale of electricity is an 
annual rate of about 30 on 
dollars. 

For the first nine months of ‘the 
eurrent fiscal year, which will end 
next June 30, sales were as fol- 
lows:

With new generation only re- 
cently brought in, TVA’s present 
operation is on a basis of approxi- 
mately ten billion kilowatt hours 
@ year. 

Other large TVA plants  ori- 
ginated for the war emergency, 
but planned and started long be- 
fore Pearl Harbor, dre the Doug- 
las Dam, completed in 12 months 
and 19 days, and the large Watts 
Bar steam plant. Located on the 
Tennessee River just below the 
Watts Bar power dam the steam 
plant is of maximum value in 
maintaining continuity of the sys- 
tem’s power output at high level. 


Work Rushed on Fontana Dam 


Work is being rushed on the 
Fontana Dam, also authorized be- 
cause of the war emergency. This 
is to be the highest dam in the 
eastern section of the United 
States, rising 460 feet above bed- 
rock. A praject of its immensity 
ordinarily would require four or 
five years for construction; TVA 
expects to complete it in 30 
months. 

Construction time for the sys- 
tem’s largest project, the 110-mil- 
lion-dollar Kentucky Dam, has 
been accelerated by more than a 
year. This huge dam, which will 
create a slack water pool in the

expected to be closed later this 
year and to be generating electric 
power early in 1944. It is about 150 
miles from S8t. Louis, near Pa- 
ducah, Ky. 

Construction of the Fort Loudon 
Dam in the upper stretches of the 
Tennessee River also has been 
speeded up. When it is closed in 
the near future, and with the clos- 
ing of the Kentucky Dam, there 
will be a_ nine-foot navigation 
channel from the mouth of :the 
Tennessee River to Knoxville, a 
distance of 650 miles. 

Job From Last War 


One of TVA'’s big war jobs 
harks back to the first world war. 
This is production of nitrates for 
at Muscle Shoals. In 
the last war the Government built 
the Wilson power dam and a ni- 
trate plant at Muscle Shoals, ex- 
pecting to produce vast quantities 
of munitions there. The war end- 
ed before the plants got in opera- 
tion. 

TVA now has modernized the 
nitrate plant and has built a 10- 
million-dollar ammonia plant to 
supply it with raw material. 

Fertilizer production, also one of 
the original purposes of Wilson 
Dam, has become an important 
war activity of TVA. A highly 
concentrated phosphatic fertilizer 
has been developed. Four-fifths 
of the output is being shipped to 
Allied nations under lend-lease ar- 
rangements. It is estimated that 
in food production one shipload of 
this fertilizer replaces three to six 
shiploads of food stuffs. Elemen- 
tal prosphorus for munitions is an 
important product. 

Although the nine-foot channel 
of the Tennessee River. is not yet 
opened al] the way to Knoxville, 

a large volume of war traffic is 
cae on the river. In the fiscal 
year 1942 the river. carried 180 
million ton-miles of freight com- 
pared with 33 million ton-miles 
in 19383. Large shipments of mill- 
tary vehicles have been moved by 
the river's barges. 

At the peak of its war-emergency 
building job, TVA had 12 major 
hydroelectric projects under con- 
struction simultaneously. Em- 
ployes numbered 42,000, 


8 Boulder Dams at Once. 


“That construction program was 
the largest single construction 
program ever undertaken in the 
United States,” said Chairman Lil- 
ienthal in a recent message to 
TVA employes, marking the close 
of the first year of actual war. 
“It was as if, you were biilding 
eight Boulder* Dams at one time, 
and when you recall that that 
took six contracting firms plus the 
Bureau of Reclamation, you can 
see what kind of undertaking TVA 
said it could take care of. In 
terms of men on the job it was 
as if you were building three 
Grand Coulees at one time.” 

Fourteen additional communities 
in the TVA area began public 
distribution of TVA electricity in 
the last fiscal year increasing to 


and co-operatives buying that 
power at wholesale and retailing 
it at TVA rates. These distributers 
serve more than 500,000 customers, 
including the residents of Mem- 
phis, Nashville, Knoxville and 
Chattanooga. 


Comparison of Rates. 


The average rate paid by TVA 
residential consumers last year was 
2.02 cents a kilowatt hour. The 
national average was 3.69 cents. 
Average residential consumption 
by TVA customers was 1520 kilo- 
watt hours, compared with a na- 
tional average of 1109. 

TVA estimates that consumers of 
power it supplies are saving on 
their present volume of use about 
$9,500,000 a year by its rates as 
compared with private electric 
utility rates previously in effect. 

From power sale revenues last 
year TVA and its distributing out- 
lets paid into public treasuries $3,- 
702,992 as taxes or tax equivalents. 

In the 10 years of its operation, 
TVA’s power sales, with the first 
five years being relatively insignifi- 
cant, have aggregated more than 
96 million dollars at wholesale 
rates. 

On this volume, without allow- 
ing for interest charges on public 
funds used, TVA calculates it has 
earned profits of 23 million dollars, 
besides setting aside 22 million for 
depreciation. These funds totaling 
45 million have been used in the 
expansion of TVA. About 40 mil- 
lion of this has come from opera- 
tions of the last three and a half 
years, For the first nine months 
of this year net income alone is 
estimated at peasty 10 million dol- 
lars. 

“When you look at TVA today, 
no matter how you look at it,” said 
Director Lilienthal in his .wartime 
message to employes, “it always 
turns out to a weapon of war. 
The TVA has become one of the 
principal pillars of this war. Par- 
ticularly in the field of aircraft it 
is an understatement to say that 
the planes that are flying today 
and the planes that will be flying 
tomorrow would literally be im- 
possible if it were not for TVA, 
and the same thing is true in re- 
spect to explosives, incendiary

Dirksen, a Republican from Pekin,“il., and author of a bill to 

force liquidation of HOLC, declares he was in favor of the move 

five years ago. At that time, says Fahey, a commissioner of the 

Federal Home Loan Bank Administration, the liquidation would 
have cost the Government one billion dollars, 
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before the Joint Committee on Re- 
duction of Nonessential Federal 
Expenditures, Commissioner Fahey 
became more militant, describing 
the attempt to abolish the HOLC 
as “nothing but a raid on the 
Treasury in the midst of war.” He 
underscored the following: 
Should the HOLC be forced 


to liquidate, it would have no 
chance to realize anything on 
its questionable and poor loans, 
and would have to forcelose on 
many thousands of household- 
ers in the midst of war. The 
private agencies, in over 
the other’ mortgages, would 
handle them as they saw fit, 
possibly increasing interest 
rates and foreclosing without the 
consideration always shown by 
the Government agency. 


In losing’ at least 440 million 
dollars by forced liquidation, he 
said, the HOLC would simply be 
passing this great loss over to 
the taxpayers. 

If the 1 HOLC is permitted to 
continue in operation until 
1952, the good loans will have 
balanced off the bad ones, and 
there will be little if any net 
loss, he predicted. He reminded 
the committee that the agency 
has not made any new loans 
since 1986, and is simply en- 
gaged in the orderly business 
of collecting its debts, 


The HOLC’s total investment of 
$3,481,000,000 since 1933 already 
has been liquidated by almost 50 
per cent. Its personnel in 1944 will 
be reduced nearly 80 per cent from 
a peak of nearly 21,000, barring 
forced liquidation, and its admin- 
istrative expense, as now planned 
by the Government, would be 
dropped 73 per cent from a high 
of. $37,600,000 to ten million dol-

“Nearly 165,000, or 84 per cent, 
of the 195,000 properties the HOLC 
acquired already have been re- 
turned to private hands, and the

Dirksen Bill Would Cost 
Government $440,000,000 


Fahey told the joint committee. 

Foreclosures by the HOLC have 
steadily decreased, from 68,880 in 
1987 to 2808 last year. At the pres 
ent time more than 100,000 bor- 
rowers are paying back to the 
HOLC each month substantially 
more than the amounts due on 
their principal. This systematized, 
sound liquidation, with all that it 
means in terms of the human 
equation in times of stress, would 
be thrown into chaos by forced, 
premature liquidation to serve the 
profit interests of private firms, 
the committee was told by Com, 
missioner Fahey. 

Succinctly summing up the sit- 
uation, Fahey declared: 

“It is proposed that, with no 
money for the purpose and in a 
most difficult labor market, we 
now dispose of 800,000 loans and 
properties located in over 19,000 
cities and towns without disturb- 
ing the home mortgage structure 
which the corporation has done so 
much to safeguard. The present 
proposal means: Give the corpora- 
tion’s best loans to a few private 
lenders, keep the worst and pass 
on to the taxpayers heavier and 
more certain losses. It is dis- 
guised as a war service to the 
Government, Actually it is a dis- 
service to the Government, the 
taxpayers, the general public and 
the corporation's borrowers.” 

Dirksen Sees Only Good, 

Congressman Dirksen, with 
equal verbal passion, sees nothing 
but good in his amendment. The 
HOLC was created during an 
emergency in the lean years, ‘he 
contends, and the emergency is 
long over; let the Government rid 
itself of one more “bureaucracy,” 
let private ‘business recover what it 
rightfully owns. Besides, he ar- 
gues, liquidation of the HOLL will 
release its employes for more es- 
sential war work, and look at the 
number of typewriters, the office 
space that would be available. 

“As long as five years ago,” 
Dirksen told the Post-Dispatch, “I 
wanted to liquidate that agency.” 

Five years ago, Fahey said, such 
liquidation would have meant a 
loss of almost one billion dollars.

RUSSIAN ASSERTS 
SMALLER STATES 
GANT EXIT ALONE 


Says Hope for Integrity 
Lies in Lineup With 
Strong Neighbors De- 
voted to Freedom.

MOSCOW, May 15.—The presi- 
dent of the Ukrainian Academy of 
Science, in an article attacking 
Ukrainian nationalists in Canada, 
says that the small and medium 
states of Europe must form al- 
liances with neighboring great 
powers devoted to the cause of 
freedom, if they would maintain 
their integrity against a “powerful 
aggressor state”’—in this case, Ger- 
many. : 

The attack, by Alexander Bogo- 
molets, is directed against the 
“Ukrainian Canadian Committee” 
of whose formation the Soviets 
learned from the Canadian press. 
The committee, he chafges, is un- 
dertaking to speak “in the name 
of the Ukraine and the hopes of 
the Ukrainian people.” 


The committee members are 
labeled here as “traitors” for whom 
there will be no place in the freed 
Ukraine once the Germans are 
driven out. Ukrainians, says Bogo- 
molets, are trying to avoid a fate 
like that of France, Czecho-Slo- 
vakia and Poland, 

The importance attached to this 
diatribe, with its accompanying po- 
litical philosophy, may be seen in 
the fact that it appears in all 
three of the Soviet Union's prin- 
cipal newspapers, the Red Star, 
Pravda and Izvestia, organs, re 
spectively, of the Army, the Com- 
munist Party, and the Government, 

Unable to Resist Pressure. 

“The question about the separate 
and independent existence of small 
and medium powers,” says Bogo- 
molets, “is a serious one. The ex- 
perience of past and present wars 
shows that small and medium pow- 
ers are unable to maintain their 
existence in face of pressure by a 
great aggressor state.” 

“What,” he asks, “‘can be said in 
behalf of the small governments of 
Europe when even France became 
the victim of aggressive Germany 
after isolating itself from the 
Allies?" 

“In order to maintain § itself 
against a powerful aggressor, an 
independent government, if small 
or medium size, must enter into 
close alliance with its great free- 
dom-loving neighbors. If circum- 
stances are favorable, it should en- 
ter into a union, becoming a par- 
ticipant with equal rights in a 
united government.” 

This, says Bogomolets, is what 
the Ukraine did after its bitter ex- 
periences with separatism at the 
close of the last war. “The treach- 
erous role” of the Central Rada 
was the signal, the article declares, 
for the German invasion of Febru- 
ary, 1918. Within two months the 
Rada was replaced by the Czarist 
German puppet, Gen, Skoropadsky. 

“A similar disgraceful role ig be- 
ing played in this war by Ukrai- 
nian nationalists and those who 
support them in Canada,” the ar- 
ticle asserts. 

Three Choices. 
There are three choices. Alliance 
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people. He js the Cordell Hull 
type of legislAtor-statesman, quiet, 
gracious and persistent. 

The ultimate, goal of this and 
later conferences on the same topic 
was given by President Roosevelt 
in his Four Freedoms speech on 
Jan. 6, 1941, in which-he said: 

“The third is freedom from 
want, which translated in world 
terms, means economic under- 
standing- which will secure to 
every nation a healthy peacetime 
life for its inhabitants — every- 
where in the world.” 


Poverty Not Inevitable. 


That such a goal is attainable 
was asserted by Chairman Donald 
M. Nelson of the War Production 
Board when he told the 1942 
graduation class at the University 
of Missouri: 

“For the first time in the his- 
tory of the human race, there can 
be enough of everything to go 
around. Poverty is not inevitable 
any more.. The sum total of the 
world’s greatest possible output of 
goods divided by the sum total of 
the world’s inhabitants no longer 
seems a little less than erough 
for everybody. It means more than 
enough. The possibilities of that 
simple statement are beyond cal- 
culation—and what we are. fig 
ing for is the right to turn séfne 
of those possibilities into realities.” 

One reason the work of the con- 
ference has been confined to rec- 
ommendations is that the decisions 
must be fitted into the frame— 
work of other postwar problems— 
political, financial, geographical. 


It was no mere coincidence that 
food and agriculture were selected 
as the topics for the first confer- 
ence, Every nation, rich as well as 
poor, is threatened by want. Al- 
though this country has had no 
famines such as have blighted 
China, India and Soviet Russia, 
large segments of our own popula- 
tion in recent years suffered from 
inadequate diets. The recently 
increased incomes of this group, 
permitting greater expenditures on 
food, have demonstrated the 
soundness of the Brookings Insti- 
tution’s hypothesis of America’s 
great capacity to consume—if the 
people have the money to spend. 


Starting Point for Calculations. 

The League of Nations, in its 
prewar studies, found that the 
world population needed 50 per 
cent more cereals, 90 per cent 
more meats, 125 per cent more 
milk and dairy products, 125 per 
cent more vegetable oils, and 300 
per cent more fruits and vege- 
tables. 

The devastation of war in 
Europe and China make the pre- 
war estimates of the League of 
Nations a mere starting point for 
postwar calculations. After relief 
and rehabilitation, to be financed

by the richer nations, must come 
reconstruction, as an effort requir- 
ing the co-operation of the victori- 
ous Allies, the neutrals and the 
defeated powers. A return to 
“self-sufficiency” would repeat the 
blunders of the twenties and the 
thirties, 

The agenda of the conference, 
after calling for statistical data 
on consumption, distribution and 
labor items, seek recommendations 
on “facilitation and improvement 
of distribution.” This general head- 
ing will bring forth the contro- 
versial debate within the confer- 
ence and subsequent opposition 
within governments if far-reaching 
proposals are recommended.

Variety of Issues Covered. 

These are questions requiring the 
“economic understanding” the 
President mentioned in his Four 
Freedoms speech. They are broad 
enough to cover Vice-President 
Wallace's plan of the “ever-normal” 
granary; international control of 
such basic commodities — wheat, 
meat, cotton, coffee, sugar and 
wool; opening up of new regions 
to cultivation; changing the dgri- 
cultural economies of various na- 
tions to meet postwar conditions, 
and the breaking down of trade 
barriers between nations. 

President Roogavelt and other 
Allied leaders have stressed the

British Subsidies 
Keep: Food Costs 
Below Wage Levels

with a vigorous wartime agricul 
tural program heavily subsidized 
by the government, two-thirds of 
all food consumed is home-pro- 
duced and prices are kept within 
the reach of all income groups. 


British-Grown Food. 


The net output of food from 
British soil has increased by 70 
per cent over pre-war levels with 
the emphasis on wheat, potatoes, 
vegetables, sugar beets and cattle 
fodder. Millions of acres of grass- 
lands have been plowed up and 
@ million completely unproductive 
acres have been drained and 
ditched. 


Farmers received $8 for every 
acre of grassland plowed up and 
$12 for every acre more put under 
wheat or rye. Nurserymen and 
flower gardeners receive $80 fos 
every acre converted to food grows 
ing, up to 10. In addition, farmers 
get 50 per cent from the govern- 
ment of the costs of draining and 
Hming otherwise unusable soil, 
Those without adequate tools and 
machinery are either able to bor- 
row them from country agricul 
tural committees or are Poa ag see part 
of what it costs to buy them. 

To encourage the raising of 
sheep and cattle on hilly land un- 
suitable for plowing, there is « 
subsidy of $1.60 a head for ewes 
and $12 for cattle. 


While a large part of the gov- 
ernment food subsidies are those 
paid directly to the farmer, others 
for such as milk, eggs and tea, are 
absorbed by the Ministry of Food, 
which acts as the middleman for 
a considerable number of items. 
Milk Subsidy. 

Last year the Food Mi 
spent 80 million dollars on the milk 
subsidy alone and this year the 
figure may be higher. The way 
the milk subsidy operates is « 
good example of the way in which 
the British have achieved two ob- 
jects—improving the country’s nu- 
trition and distributing fairly, at 
low prices, the limited amount of 
milk. All marketed milk through- 
out the country is bought by the 
Milk Marketing Board of the Food 
Ministry and resold to wholesalers 
or retailers. The Board reselis it 
to the wholesalers at 2 shillings 
and % penny a gallon (roughly 41 
cents). Retailers buy it for 2 
shillings one penny, or about 4 
cents. The maximum retail price 
for milk, to customers in London, 
is 3 shillings a gallon (60 cents); 
in the country it is the same for 
10 months a year and for the 
other two months, 2 shillings and 
8 pence (about 53 cents). 


The price paid to farmers varies 
in different sections of the coun- 
try and according to the season, 
but the average winter price that 
the farmer receives per gallon is 
2 shillings, 3 pence (45 cents), and 
the summer price is about 19-% 
pence (31 2-3 cents). 

Thus, during the winter milk is 
subsidized at about a cent a quart. 
But the 80 million subsidy also in- 
cludes the distribution of free 
milk to the poor and cut-rate milk 
for mothers and children unable 
to afford the regular retail price 
of 15 cents a quart. All school 
children now get milk, whether 
they can afford it or not.

Woodland Symphony

OME people like symphonies—some people don’t. But the 
§ ex pnony of the song birds is one that nobody could re- 
sist. At any time of day, along our wooded hillside and 
down in the valley by the creek you can hear the individual 
musicians practicing — running 
trills and arpeggios and cadenzas. 
Twice a day, in the hours of sun- 
rise and sunset, they all gather 
together for a full scale concert. 
The morning concert is enjoy- 
able. It may wake you a bit early, 
but you lie there with the delight- 
. ful feeling that you don’t have to 
get up just yet-and can eVen turn 
over for a cat nap, if you don’t 
start worrying about the chores. 
But the concert I like best comes 
- '“ Py - in the evening. Now that it is 
warm, we have dinner on the porch 
looking out over the river. And dinner comes at the fashionable 
hour of seven forty-five, which allows two hours’ gardening 
time at the day’s end. So we sit down just as the sun slants 
_ toward the long stretch of water, directly to the wést, and 
the evening symphony of the birds has an accompaniment in 
color as the stream picks up the sunset glow.

Down in the field a cock quail gives his mellow “Bob White” 
and another answers with the soft covey call. Then, one ‘by 
one, the sparrows sing. 

Thoreau wrote picturesquely of the field sparrow “jingling

The Long Wait 


Rescue Off Icecap 
After Five ‘Months 


By Capt. Oliver LaFarge 


(A Pulitzer Prize-Winning Author) 


This is the seventh and concluding installment of the story of courage and 
endurance in the Arctic as told to the writer by Capt. Armand Monteverde, 
Lieut. Harry E. Spencer Jr. and Staff Sergt. Don. T. Tetley, three members 
of the crew that was icebound after their Flying Fortress crashed in 


Greenland. f 


CHAPTER 7. 


S with the men at the sled camp, the most remarkable single 
Avs about the three who were snowbound at the wrecked plane 
as the way their morale stayed up and they failed to quarrel. 
Capt. Monteverde gives much of the credit for this to Sergt. Spina, 
whom nothing could depréss, and next , 
to Sergt. Best's steadiness. 

The other element which helped enor- 
mously was the receipt’ of occasional 
notes. Eagy in January, they, too, 
Balchen had _ taken 
charge of a rescue project involving 
Catalinas. They did not know him then, 
but his name was enough to fill them 
with confidence. 

At the beginning of February a walkie- 
talkie was dropped to them, tuned to 
communicate with Turner’s plane. When 
Monteverde recovered it, the aerial in- 
sulator was broken and it would not 
work. They repaired it with parts of Tet- 
ley’s machine, which put it into operation. 

At first they tried talking té the plane while standing in the 
open, but if they set the catch to transmit or receive, it would freeze 
in that position and they waquld be unable to move it. They found, 
however, that it worked all right from inside the room, so they talked 
to the plane while in hiding from it, one might say. 

This was the first assurance the men on the outside had that all 
three men were still alive. Until then, Turner had been able to 
report only that one or two came out to pick up supplies, or some 
times that no one emerged. 
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' THE RESCUE of the sled camp was accomplished at that time, 
but apparently Monteverde and his companions were not informed 
of it—perhaps to avoid arousing false hopes. 

This may have been a wise decision, for there followed then the 
worst time of all, a period of 22 days of unbroken, moaning violence 
of wind and snow during which no plane could keep the skies, 
no help of any kind move on the ice cap. 

The three holed up to endure, and it was then that Sergt. Best 
paid for the shocks he had received at the outset. His health broke, 
and the days dragged on by stingily doled out candlelight, with 
the storm all around them, and from time to time the tremors of 
the glacier moving underneath, he became seriously ill. 

During his illness he had periods of delirium when he had no 
idea where he was, and at times wanted to go outside on errands 
drawn from another, happier world. 

Their stock began to run low, and Monteverde reduced the daily 
issue. They endured through the slightly lengthened days and the 
nights of which. there still seemed to be so much too much. 
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SPINA WAS nearly well, but still restricted in his actions. Best 
was temporarily an invalid. Monteverde became the one able-bodied 
man, and took om whatever outside errands were necessary from 
this time forth. 

What made the nights longer was that he and Spina did not dare 
sleep soundly, for fear that Best’s delirium would return and he would 
go oytside to his death. 

It was early in March when Turner reached them again. As 
usual, he supplied them well, and by great good fortune he dropped 
mail for Best. Hhat did more for his recovery than anything else 
that could have happened. 

There was a good period then when contact was kept up fully. 
They were advised of an immediate plan of rescue—in the sense 
that anything could be immediate on the ice cap. Col. Balchen was 
going to land Arctic experts and a dog team at the sled camp, and 
the team would come in from there to rescue them. 

On Marth 17 they were — that it had been done, and the team 
was coming. 


CAPT. MONTEVERDE .. .

MONTEVERDE and his companions sweated them out all the 
next day. In the afternoon they saw them, as far away as their 
eyes could reach, and from there on they were really sweating them out. 

The little strung-out black spot of the sled moved extremely 
slowly, overloaded with equipment for six men, struggling in the deep, . 
dry snow, overturning, stopping dead, pulling on. 

Against the whiteness the watchers could see no motion at all, 
until the pilot took two skis and set them up in a line of sight on 
the distant spot. After a time, when he returned to the skis, he could 
see that it had moved, and he would reset his sight. 
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THEN THEY could hear them. The dogs barking and the driver 
calling to his dogs carried far across the snow. The rescue party 
seemed close at hand,® but an hour passed, and another hour, and the 
three men still watched and sweated them out. 

The dash and line of dots of the sled and team and the three 
dots of the men dipped out of sight in a little ravine. There was an- 
other period of waiting, then in the night the men appeared swing- 
ing up to the plane Kself. 

They were three veterans, Capt. Harold L. Strong, an old Alaskan 
hand, and Sergts. Joseph D. Healey and Hendrick Dolleman, who had 
been with Byrd in the Antarctic, They had come to take care of the 
three flyers, to lift the weight of fighting to stay alive off their 
shoulders, and to bring them out at least for the first part of the way. 

x  * * 

WHEN THE rescue party reached them, Monteverde says: “We 
quit everything, and they practically tucked us into bed and played 
nursemaid to us, and everything else. We were so fired of fighting 
for ourselves.” 

It was then 129 days since the B-17 crashed on the ice cap. 

On the morning of March 19 the rescuers returned from their 
camp and picked up the three men. Before they started out, Monte 
verde had the Norden bomb sight destroyed with full formality and 
duly witnessed, along with whatever other secret materials were in 
his charge. 

Because the sled was so heavily loaded with adequate equipment 
for all six men in case anything should happen, the three flyers 
walked for the first part of the way. The going was very rough,

storage room that Grandma’ 


used to boast of, with ‘apple 
baskets, crocks of pickles and 
kraut, bins of potatoes and 
shelf after shelf weighed down 
with tempting jars? That room 
has given way to well-heated 
basements with inviting rumpus 
rooms, or to rows of locker 
rooms. I know we can’t turn 
the clock back. But let’s be 
foresighted about the harvests 
from our victory gardens. Let’s 
be sure of a safe and convenient 
place to store the summe?s 
surplus and stretch the blue ra- 
tion coupons next winter. 

Amateur carpentry and sim- 
ple materials are all it takes 
to carry out the plans I’m 
suggesting. They take care of 
the four important factors; 
temperature, moisture, ventila- 
tion and light. Whether you 
live in a home or apartment, 
you can tailo# the plans to fit 
your space and the time and 
money you want to spend. 

Government statistics tell us 
a temperature of 50 degrees or 
below is necessary to good keep- 
ing quality of canned foods. 
Too much moisture causes jar 
lids to rust and stored crops 
to rot. Ventilation that lets the 
cool air in and the warm air 
out, makes possible Some con- 
trol of moisture and tempera- 
ture. And finally, our bottled 
foods need a “blackout” that 
will keep the vitamins safe in- 
side the- jars and glasses. 

Now that we know the facts, 
let’s see what we can do about 
it. Have you a basement or a 


cellar locker room? Then, down- 


stairs we go, to look over the 
situation, 

If any real building program 
is out, you can do a surprisingly 
good job with orange crates 
stacked up to make a cabinet. 
Vary them, lengthwise and up- 
right for sturdiness. Set them 
on some bricks or a frame made 
from two-by-fours, as far from 
the furnace or any heat ducts 
as possible. 

Use an old couch cover or 
drape, or wrap each jar in news- 
paper to take care of the black- 
out situation. Old bookshelves 
or an old metal cabinet that 
hasn’t gone to the scrap pile, 
make fine storage shelves for 
the precious jars. 

For a space that will hold al- 
most all the “makings” of the 
good meals for your table from 
October to next April, you will 
want a well planned storage 
room at least four by six feet in

All Parents Have 


A Primary Duty 
Toward Children

HERE is some danger in this 
T country of ours that we be- 

come so careful of people’s 
feelings as to neglect our plain 
duty to them. There are parents 
who refuse to discipline their chil- 
dren because, “if I do maybe he 
won't love me.” 

That is nonsense and worse. It 
is a neglect of primary duty. A 
parent accepts responsibility for 
the growth and development of 
his child and when he stands by 
and allows that child to make a 
mistake, without trying to correct 
him, he betrays his trust and is 
guilty oi disloyalty to his own off- 
spring. 

We hear about Judges of Chil- 
Courts who dismiss com- 
plaints against wayward children, 
repeated complaints and repeated 
discharges, because, “They are 
only youngsters. The police ought 
to have something better to do 
than arrest children.” Few, so few 
they can scarcely be counted, ar- 
rests are made of playful children, 
When a boy is arrested it is usual- 
ly after every other means has 
been tried without success and dis- 
charging him with a reproof, some- 
times for the officer instead of the 
boy, only tends to strengthen the 
lad’s mistaken notion that he can 
get away with anything because he 
is a boy.

Re- 
move another pane and hinge in 
its place, a wood door for air 
outlet. Don’t forget to put some 
sort of close mesh, strong grat- 
ing over these openings to that 
the rodents can’t get in. A 
“damper” or some hinged or 
slide “shut-off” in the chute will 
make it easy for you to be the 
air-conditioning engineer next 
winter. 

Our storage room “used to 
have permanent shelves, so it’s 
experience that makes me warn 
you to build adjustable ones. 
We're re-making ours now, 
while the rain keeps us out of 
the garden. And don’t make 
your shelves too deep. A 12-Mch 
wide shelf allows for three deep 
of pint or quart jars; I’ve found 
that ideal. You. can figure 36 
pints or quarts to a elf 12 
inches wide and four feet long. 

For easy cleaning, air circula- 
tion and a safeguard against 
any unexpected basement floods, 
keep everything up off the floor. 
You can make simple supports 
for the crocks of sauerkraut, 
beans, pickles, etc., that far- 
@zhted home-makers are plan- 
ning to “lay-down” and “salt- 
away.” Off the floor, too, with 
the potatoes and onions. Get 
ready for them, wood bins with 
bottom slats spaced to provide

air circulation, or just a frame 
that will hold them off the floor 
in open-slatted crates. 

How about an apple box? 
sturdy square corner 
posts, and rough planks, make 
a box with a lid. Enough air 
will come through the cracks 
between the boards for the nec- 
essary air circulation. When ap- 
ple time comes, you'll be all set 
to get in a supply that will last - 
for some months. 

Here are some do’s and don’ts 
for the apartment dwellers with- 
out basement space. Don’t con- 
sider tops of closets and such, 
for your valuable jars and 
glasses of food. They are too

warm. For our climate, a semi- 
protected back porch areaway 
can be used for a food cabinet. 
Use any sort of lumber to make 
a cabinet that will fit the space 
and then just two or three 
sheets of insulating board will 
be needed as a lining for frost 
protection. It’s really simple. 
And it can be planned to hold a 
surprising number of jars. 

With canning time just ahead, 
get started on that storage 
space right away. It’s a most 
important part of our Home 
Front Food Campaign, to carry 
over our summer surpluses for 
good eating next winter. ,

ERE is a simple luncheon or 
H supper dish of bread and

thinly sliced; salt and paprika, two 
@ggs, One and one-half cups milk. 

Remove crusts from bread and 
spread with softened butter. Cut 
into cubes of uniform size. Put a 
layer of buttered bread cubes in 
bottom of baking dish and cover 
with thinly sliced cheese. Season 
with salt and paprika. Continue 
with layers of bread cubes and 
cheese until all is used. ‘Then pour 
the eggs and milk, which have 
been beaten together, over the top 
and bake in a moderate oven until 
firm.

Have butcher cut one and one- 
half pounds of chuck or round of 
beef in cubes of about one inch.

Then add the meat and kidneys 
and brown thoroughly. Then add 
a cup of good stock if you have it 
—if not then add a cup of water.

That's 
easy; add more stock or water 
when the meat is tender and 
thicken accordingly. Transfer to 
an earthen or glass oven proof cas- 
serole.

A Sustaining Power

NE does not have to be a psy- 

chiatric specialist in order to 

realize what the traumas of 
war may do to our fighting forces 
in far-away places. It is not only 
the shock of battle that has to be 
considered; there are also the men- 
tal hazards involved in the removal 
of a man from his normal way of 
life, to an environment and a con- 
dition that may seem to him the 
very opposite of natural. 


One may assume that every pos- 
sible material comfort and neces- 
sity is being supplied by the Army 
and Navy. There is some evidence 
to show however, that nobody has 
evolved an effective specific ‘for 
those vague and undefined malaises 
of the mind which may possess a 
man in a remote outpost. He is 
beset by loneliness, by boredom 
and by a plethora of time in which 
to speculate about himself, about 
the war, about the future of Anjier- 
ica and about the meaning of life. 


This subject was illuminated re- 
cently by Lieut. Com. Roland W. 
Stuebner, who was in St. Louis for 
a short visit after a tour of duty 
in the South Pacific islands. As 
a senior medical officer, he came in 
contact with large numbers of sail- 
ors end soldiers and he found 
' @mong them a spiritual isolation, 
a confusion of thought and a con- 
tinuous groping for a satisfactory 
philosophy of life. As a medical 
man and as a student of human 
mature, he believed that a consid- 
erable mental support could be 
given to these men by music. 


x «* * 
“JT am convinced that music is 


eo obviously referring to men 
who had never had any regular 
contact or strong desire for seri- 
ous music. In their normal lives, 
possibly, there was never any room 
for such a desire. Now they are 
mot only susceptible, but there is 
a serious therapeutic need for the 
sustaining power of music. There 
are also the men in the services 
who have always profited by their 
contact with good music and who 
now feel that they are being seri- 
ously deprived when they do not 
have access to music. 


‘ee ° 
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Certainly the number of men 
in this category is no smaller 
proportionately than in civil life. 
The m may be larger. 
Yehudi Menuhin, the American 
violinist, who recently returned 
from a three weeks’ tour of Eng- 
land, was deeply impressed by 
the eagerness with which the 
soldiers received his concerts. 


x * * 


@ “A DRASTIC CHANGE takes 
place in a man when he is over- 
seas,” says Menuhin. “He needs 
something more than the super- 
ficial stimulation of a joke or a 
song. That lets him down worse, 
when it’s over.” 

As a result of his experience, 
Menuhin has directed an appeal 
to the War Department, the USO 
and the Red Cross, asking them 
to provide more serious music: and 
concert and opera stars for Amer- 
ica’s fighting men overseas. In 
this he was supported by many 
United States officers. 


The men in England. of course, 
are not nearly so badly off as 
those in the more remote and less 
urban outposts. They at least may 
occasionally get to large cities 
where concerts are given and they 
also have access to radio pro- 

But whether the need be 
small or great, it is definitely a 
meed and not merely the desire 
of a few men to continue a peace- 
time diversion.

@ EVEN IF one were inclined 
to discount Menuhin’s evidence on 
the grounds of prejudice, one could 
hardly do the same with Com- 
mander Stuebner’s. What he had 
to say was disinterested, thorough 
and therefore persuasive. More- 
over it squares with what the psy- 
chologists had long known about 
the therapeutic value of music. 

It is not faddism to say at this 
point that an over-all system would 
be adopted for supplying men in 
the services with opportunities to 
hear the best music. What has

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., May 15. 
T WAS 12 years since the attractive brunette in the black sequin 
gown had faced a Hollywood camera, At that time she was a 
star.

C ooking Hints to Protect 
Precious Meat Flavors 


By MARTHA LOGAN 
Noted Home Economist 


“Let the water smile, but never laugh,’ is one of the old 
culinary proverbs that are rich with new. meaning now that 
thrifty cooking is more important than ever. This particular 
adage is a good guide in the preparation of pot roasts. 

It means, simply, that some water should be used to provide 
steam for moist heat to make the meat more tender, but that 
the water should be kept below the boiling point. This method 
of cooking will guard the fine meat flavor which is even more 
precious now that rationing is here.
